Peanut Weed 


Control

Weeds that escape early-season 
control are beginning to show up 
quite readily in peanut fields. Flori- 
da beggarweed is the number one 
weed we have a problem with in late 
season, There is a herbicide that will 
control this weed now, but it should 
be used with extreme caution. 
Classic gave exceptional control 


of beggarweed during 1989, Dry 


weather this year has hardened the 
weeds, and therefore may make 
them harder to control. We may not 
get as complete a control as we did 
last year, 

Classic has a label to tank mix 
with Bravo or 2,4-DB, but 2, 4-DB 
should not be applied after the pea- 
nuts are 12 weeks old and Classic 
should not be applied until peanuts 
are over 60 days old. Because of the 
benefit of achieving broadleaf weed 
control with 2, 4-DB well in advance 
of the 60 days after crop emerges 
and because of the potential — for 
yield reduction, the Classic/2, 4-DB 
combination should almost be con- 
sidered a salvage treatment. 

» Repeated research strongly sup- 
ports the conclusion that Classic 
does not hurt peanut yields. Howev- 
er, applications made to stressed pea- 
nuts may be a different story. 
Stressed peanuts may not adequately 
recover from injury Gaused by herbi- 
cide applications and yields may be 
affected. The decision to treat or not 
involves weighing the risks of weed 
interference with herbicide applica- 
tion costs, potential weed. control, 
and peanut injury. Such decisions 
are sometimes hard to make. 
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Management And Beef Cattle

Many times throughout the week 
I am called about a particular prob- 
lem in a beef cattle herd. Here in 
Coffee County most of the time 
these problems center around pro 
duction and marketing. All across 
the county and in the Wiregrass area 
more and more cattlemen are be- 
coming iMteresica mi a more inien- 
sive and efficient production pro- 
gram for their herds and the top dol- 
lar for their catule, 

The only way that I know to ap- 
proach managing beef cattle or real- 
ly any and livestock for that matter 
is to treat it like a business, In taking 
a management approach to beef cat- 
tle there are many factors to consider 
and a general atutude to have in pur- 
suing your goals. 

Recently, I read an article in the 
June edition of "Beef Magazine." In 
this magazine a man named Brent 
Perry outlined a five point system 
that he felt would help in approach 
in management. I feel as though he 
summed my feelings up in a nutshell 
with this five point system. 

First off, you develop a quality 
product. We have proven it time and 
time again that it costs very litle 
more to have a quality animal and 
will actually save you time in the 
long run. If you want top dollar, then 
you have to have top cattle, and | 
can promise you your profit margin 
will be greater. 

Secondly, you need to consider 
diversifying within your operation 
from the standpoint of marketing. By 
utilizing several different market 
channels and several different ap- 
proaches to marketing, you never lay 
all of you eggs in one basket. This 
does not mean you have to sell your 
cattle in three or four different ways. 
But it does mean you need to consid- 
er all of your options in moving your 
cattle for top dollar. 

The third thing he brought out 
was that the ideal operator today 
must run a large number of cattle. I 
think for the most part that he is 
right. If you are going to make your 
soul living from beef cattle you must 
have volume to generate enough 
money to make a living. However, 
here in Coffee County things are dif- 
ferent, and I have seen many opera- 
tions that have diversified for exam-

ple into chickens, peanuts, and also 
beef cattle. These farms are deriving 
an income from several areas and are 
doing very well, With this particular 
statement, he also says that a pure- 
bred or commercial operation must 
performance test and have extensive 
records on the animals in order to be 
successful. I couldn't agree more. 
The BCIA program for next to noth- 
ing offers this service to all cattle- 
men regardless of your size. 
Through this program you will know 
which cows are performing for you 
and which ones are not. What I have 
found is that many times a problem 
starts and by the time they find it, it 
takes another two or three years to 
correct it. This would be even more 
important if you were pouring a Jot 
of money into your cattle at this 
ume, 

The fourth point brought out in 
this article is that you need to oper- 
ate the operation in an economic and 
thrifty manner, I think this goes 
without saying for every operation 
not only beef cattle but any farm 
needs to be conservative in spending 
money and make sure that you will 
get it back plus a profit if at all pos- 
sible. s 
Finally, he talks about his point 
being that cattlemen must have a 
reputation and credibility. I don't 
care if you are a commercial produc- 
er or a purebred producer, A cattle- 
men needs to put a product out there 
that everyone respects and wants. I 
promise you that buyers will look for 
it at the stockyards, people will 
come to your farm looking for re- 
placement heifers and bulls, ‘and 
your phone will ring asking if you 
have anything for sale when some- 
one is in need, 

Those of us who work on the Cof- 
fee County All Breed Sale that we 
have in the late fall here in New 
Brockton have seen some of these 
very points come to life every year 
that I have been involved in it. 

A cattlemen should treat his oper- 
ation just like he would any other 
business..I have never seen a cattle- 
men who did this who was not suc- 
cessful.

Today's (Monday, August 13) 
county commission meeting was un- 
eventful and lasted only fifty-five 
minutes, 

State Senator Crum Foshee at- 
tended the meeting and when asked 
by Commission Chairman Bill Ea- 
gerton if he had anything he'd like to 
say, the Senator responded, "I'm just 
here for whatever ya'll need me for." 
The commissioners answered- 


jokingly???- "we need money!!!" 
y y 


The commission thanked Senator 
Foshee for his interest in the busi- 
ness of the county and for his pres- 
ence at their meeting. 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
appeared before the commission ask- 
ing that they approve the recom- 
mended $2 mail-out fee for licenses 
- auto tags, boat registrations and 
county business licenses. 

Legislation was passed prior to 
the March 17 flood approving the re- 
newal of auto tags via mail, but the 
process was not implemented. The 
approval of the fee is a prerequisite 
for putting the tag renewal-by-mail 
procedure into effect. 

Judge Brunson stated that approx- 
imately 40,000 car tags are issued by 
his office, 3,00 boat registrations and 
1,000 business licenses. Other 
counties which have implemented 
the tag renewal-by-mail option re- 
ports that approximately 1/3 to 1/2 
of the taxpayers take advantage of 
the opportunity. 

The commission approved the $2 
fee with Commissioner Robert Ste- 
phens asking that the commission re- 
view the cost at the end of one year. 
He said that he would like to see the 
fee reduced, if at all possible, after 
seeing what the actual cost of the 
mailing is at the year's end. 


Elba Council appoints Airport Authority

The Elba City Council voted 
Monday evening to proceed with or- 
ganizing an Airport Authority to 
oversee the operation, maintenance 
and expansion of the Carl Folsom 
Airport, located in Elba. 

Jim Driscoll appeared before the 
city council requesting the action. 
He was authorized in a resolution 
supported by all council members to 
proceed with getting the Authority 
approved by state authorities. 

Members of the proposed Airport 
Authority board of directors, as ap- 
preved by the city council for stag- 
gered terms will be Driscoll, serving 
a six year term; Paul Morrow, two 
years; Charles Hayes, four years; 
James Ross Poole, two years and 
Dawn Guinn, four years. 

Driscoll told council members the 
authority would be working to se- 
cure funding for expansion of the 
runway, taxiways and hanger facili- 
ties at the airport. He explained there 
were funds available to finance im- 
provements of the facility. 

The council approved accepting 
the low bid for remodeling thé city 
hall and police department buildings. 
Low bidder was Cidco, of Samson 
with a bid of $45,004 for the city 
hall and $38,882 for the police de- 
partment. 

Their bid was accepted after May- 
or Fred Moore stated the architects 


had reviewed the bids and recom- 
mended acceptance. He added that 
the quoted prices were within the 
budgeted funds and the estimates of 
FEMA. 

Work should begin by next Mon- 
day and be completed within four to 
six weeks. 

Chamber of Commerce President 
Dale Crowe addressed the council 
and expressed appreciation for the 
hard work of Mayor Moore and the 
council, He also expressed apprecia- 
tion for council members Bill Brun- 
son and Randy Bedsole for attending 
the last Chamber of Commerce 
mecting. 

Both the Chamber of Commerce 
and the new Airport Authority 
agreed to attend the first council 
meeting of each month and update 
the city council on their respective 


activities, Moore requested the ac- 
tion after noting the three organiza- 
tions had the well being of Elba as 
their primary goal and purpose. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported the local police had respond- 
ed to 216 complaints since the last 
council meeting. This included four 
traffic accidents. They issued 31 traf- 
fic citations, including four for DUI. 
During this period there were nine 
criminal arrest. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 20 dogs and four of these were re- 
leased back to their owners. 

Hanchey reported that Elba has 
assigned an officer to the area Drug 
Task Force for full time work. 

Efforts are underway to secure an 
additional car and other needed 
equipment for this unified multi-city/ 
county effort. 


County Agent Dan Presley invit- 
ed the commissioners to come by the 
county agents' kitchen when they at- 
tend the Annual County Commis- 
sioners' Convention in Birmingham 
this month, 

County Engineer Mark Pool re- 
quested bids be sent out to venders 
for pipe and for the repair of the 
roads north of Elba consisting of 
County Rds. 19, 21 and 58. There is 
9 miles of road involved. Also, the 
commission approved the obtaining, 
as an option, a bid for the resurfac- 
ing of the parking areas at the Coffee 
County Farm Center in New Brock- 
ton and the Enterprise Courthouse. 

The commissioners, upon Pool's 
recommendation, agreed to enter 
into an agreement with the City of 
Enterprise to maintain the county's 
flashing lights located at various in- 
tersections throughout the county. 

Contract price is to be $150 per 
month. On any maintenance per- 
formed other than the once a month 


service, a charge of $9.50 per hour 
plus .75¢ per mile will be assessed 
the county. In addition, the county 
will supply all parts. 

It was agreed that either party 
may break the agreement at any time 
without a penalty of any kind. 

After a lengthy discussion which 
kept going around in circles, the 
commission agreed to appoint a 
committee to study the possibility or 
feasibility of establishing a county- 
wide Water & Garbage Authority. 
The motion was made by Commis- 
sioner Jim Dubose and seconded by 


Chairman Eagerton. Voting for 
were: Commissioners Crittenden, 


Faulk, Eagerton and Dubose; voting 
against were: Bradley and Averett; 
Commissioner Stephens abstained. 
The first item of business for the, 
committee will be to meet with the 
different water authorities through- 
out the county to see if they are even 
interested in the proposal, if they are 
not, there will be no reason to pursue 


the matter. 

Dubose stated that if the estab 
lishment of such an authority were 
possible, it might provide a good ve- 
hicle for collecting garbage fees, if 
and when mandatory garbage pick- 
up is ever implemented in Coffee 
County. 

Other matters attended to by the 

commission: 
*** Approve the use of the farm cen- 
ter as an alternate assembly point for 
the Daleville National Guard Unit in 
the case of a national emergency. 


***Signed a resolution agreeing to 
provide 20% of matching funds on 6 
more flood damaged site being re- 
paired by the Soil Conservation De- 
partment. 


***Appointed Voncile Peavy to 
serve on the Department of Human 
Resources Board. Mrs. Peavy was 
recommended by Commissioner 
Damascus Crittenden.

Drug scam foiled in Elba

An organized prescription drug 
scam operating in south Alabama 
came to an abrupt halt over the 
weekend in Elba, Alabama. Police 
officers arrested two men, one from 
Birmingham and one from Mont- 
gomery, in connection with the oper- 
ation, 

Elba Police Sergeant D, A. Cobb 
stated that the Elba Police Depart- 
ment received a complaint from 
Whitman Drug Co. shortly after 2:30 
p.m Saturday afternoon. The dis- 
patcher was told by store employees* 
that an unknown white male had at- 
tempted to obtain a schedule 2 opiate 
derivative drug using a forged pre- 
scription. 

Elba Police Units were immedi- 
ately alerted and responded to the 
business, however, the suspects had 
fled the scene in a 1981 Toyota Co- 
rolla, Patrolmen spotted the suspect 
vehicle traveling north on AL 89 and 


within minutes they had it stopped 
and both of the occupants detained. 

Both of the suspects were taken 
into custody by the patrolmen. 

Further investigation into the inci- 
dent subsequently led to the arrest of 
James C. Moore, age 37, of Birming- 
ham and George Robert Poole, Jr., 
age 33, of Montgomery. 

Both men were charged with pos- 
session of a controlled substance, to 
wit: cocaine. In addition, Poole was 
also charged with attempting to ob- 
tain drugs by fraudulent means, 

The two men were placed in the 
Coffee County Jail, but were later 
transferred to the Opp City jail 
where they are currently awaiting for 
bond to be set. 

Law officers credited the appre- 
hension of the two men to the quick 
notification of police by Whitman 
Drug Store personnel, 

An investigation is continuing 
into the incident by the Elba Police 
Department in cooperation with the 
12th Judicial Circuit Drug Task 
Force.

County teachers hold 


Make & Take Workshop

Elementary teachers from the 
three Coffee County schools met in 
New Brockton Monday at the ele- 
mentary school. for a preschool 
workshop. 

The Make & Take Workshop 
sponsored by the Coffee County 
Board of Education is the second an- 
nual such workshop held for elemen- 
tary teachers in the county. 

All materials and machines used 
in preparing the teaching aids to be 
used in the classroom during the 
coming year were furnished by the 
board. Teachers attend the workshop 
strictly on a volynteer basis - they re- 
ceive no pay; however, the teachers 
do receive professional credit. 

Workshop Director _—_ Shirley 
Northrop, Principal of Kinston Ele- 
mentary School, said, "By attending 
the workshop, the teachers have a 
jump on school starting and they re- 
ceive satisfaction in knowing that 
they have materials prepared for the 
coming school year." 

Northrop stated that approximate- 
ly 35 to 40 teachers from New 
Brockton, Zion Chapel and Kinston 
were in attendance at the workshop. 

The one day workshop is put on 
by teachers from within the county 
system and they receive assistance 
from the Troy Regional In-Service 


Center. Terry Qualls from the center 
was in New Brockton to assist the 
teachers. 

Observed were the teachers mak- 
ing visual aids and learning new ac- 
tivities. Mrs. Norththrop stated the 
workshop is precisely what it says it 
is - make and take. The teachers con- 
struct the aids themselves and take 
them home to be used in their class- 
room this year. 

At the close of the workshop, the 
teachers are asked to evaluate the 
workshop and to make suggestions 
on how it might be improved the 
next year. 

Mrs. Northrop, who has been in 
elementary education for 18-1/2 
years and is well versed on the put- 
ting-on of this type workshop, was 
impressed with the attitude of the 
participates in the workshop. "They 
are all so happy - as you can see - in 
their work," she said. Continuing, 
she said, "All the feedback has been 
positive - no negativism - they want 
the workshop to last longer than one 
day!" 

The teacher also learn from each 
other as they discuss their work with 
one another while they construct the 
teaching aids.

"We've accomplished a lot in the 
last few weeks, but there's still an 
awful lot yet to be done!" Those 
were the words of Glenn Vaughan, 
Individual Assistance Specialist with 
the Coffee County DHR, 

Friday afternoon, Glenn took me 
on a tour of the town and pointed out 
some of the good things that have 
been happening with the Adopt-A- 
Family Program. 

We rode by several individuals’ 
homes where work had been per- 
formed by or either funded by indi- 
viduals or groups of individuals 
adopting families in Elba, 

A church had adopted one of the 
families, a group of bank employees 
had adopted another and a whole 
city has agreed to supply items that 
may be used by any of the fathilies 
in the Adopt-a-Family Program in 
Elba. 

Churches have adopted churches 
to aid them in the rebuilding process. 

Teenagers, who for obvious rea- 
sons can't adopt a family, but can 
work, have volunteered to conie to 
Elba and do whatever they can to 
help repair individual's homes. 

The story goes on and on Vau- 
ghan stated. Not only are families 
being adopted by people from 
throvghout Alabama, but people 
from as far away as Houston, Texas 
and Shubuta, Mississippi have 
"signed adoption papers". 

Vaughan said, "the City of Annis- 
ton, Alabama in Calhoun County has 
agreed to not only adopt one family, 
but have started a drive to collect 
items that can be used by several 
families. The drive is being spear- 
headed by a Calhoun County Exten- 
sion Agent Barbara Mobley and a 
automobile dealer Norman Hodges. 
They are presently collecting used 
furniture from all over Anniston and 
Calhoun County to be trucked into 
Elba within the next few wecks." 

"The Calhoun County Home 
Demonstration Clubs have adopted 
fifteen families in Elba," continued 
Vaughan, "Isn't that great!!!" 

Incidentally, Barbara Mobley was 
very instrumental in assisting the 
Coffee County Extension Service in 
establishing the Adopt-A-Family 
Program in Elba after the March 
17th flood. She became familiar with 
the program during the hurricane, 
Hugo, which hit the eastern coastline 
in the Carolinas.

The owner had 
had by-pass surgery at the first of 
March and the flood came on the 
17th, His home was left in shambles! 
A group of fourteen men from the 
Christian Workers Response Team 
representing the United Brethern 
Church completely rebuilt the man's 
house painted, carpeted, etc. The 
team furnished the labor and the 
Adopt-A-Family Program furnished 
the funds. 

Vaughan said, "We have received 
540 applications from families wish- 
ing to be adopted and we have had 
86 families adopted. We need more 
volunteers to adopt families!!!" 

While I was in Glenn's office, he 
received a phone call from Mrs, Mo- 
bley giving him an update of what 
was going on in Anniston and Cal- 
houn County. I spoke with her and 
she reinforced Glenn's plea for help 
and she also expressed her faith in 
the program. 

Mrs. Mobley said that the collec- 
tion of used furniture and other 
items mentioned earlier in this arti- 
cle is to take place on August 20 thru 
22. Those items collected will be 
brought to Elba in the near future 
and Mobley said that we would be 
notified as to the date.

GED Testing Up At ESIC During Year 


The American Council on Educa- 
tion recently released information on 
the number of people taking the 
GED Tests during 1989. According 
to Douglas R. Whitney, Director of 
the Council's GED Testing Service, 
“Since 1971, the GED testing pro- 
gram has enabled over sever million 
adults to obtain formal recognition 
of their educational development 
through their attainment of a GED 
diploma.” 

“Annually, one of every seven 
high school diplomas in the United 
States is based on results from the 
GED tests. These credentials are ac- 
cepted by more than 90% of U. S. 
colleges and universities and by 
most employers to satisfy require- 
ments for a secondary education di- 
ploma,” said Whitney. 

According to Tommy N. Johnson, 
Dean of Students at ESJC, 215 peo- 
ple took the GED Tests at Enterprise 
State Junior College during 1989. 
This represents a 11% increase from 
1988. “This is particularly interest- 
ing when we consider that national 
figures for 1989 show a 7% decrease 
inthe number of persons taking the 
GED tests across the country,” said 
Johnson, 

The average age of 1989 GED ex- 
aminees was 26.2 years. Over 31% 
of the examinees were 19 or young- 
er, 38% were between 20 and 29; 
18% were between 30 and 39; and 
about 11% were 40 or older. Nearly 
54% of the examinees reported they 
were planning to continue their edu- 
cation or training beyond the high 
school level, 

The GED test is given on Thurs- 
days at Enterprise State and is sched-

The stadium will be located be- 
tween the two schools, according to 
the first plans. 

A lengthy discussion took place 
conceming gymnasiums, tennis

The plans for the schools call for 
separate wings for each grade in the 
elementary school. The high school 
will also be sectioned off to better 
control the flow of people in the 
building. 

A lengthy discussion Tuesday 
night, August 14, dealt with the 
method of construction the school 
buildings. Representatives of the ar- 
chitects, the state building commis- 
sion and two contractors were 
present to discuss the pros and cons 
of different processes. 

The board voted again to go with 
what is called the modified construc- 
tion management method, Using this 
for the first time in Alabama brings 
challenges but apparently they can 
be handled. 

This is designed to get the 
schools completed quicker and with 
a guaranteed maximum price, 

Hayne Hollis, of Hollis & Spann, 
said, “If you don't need to save time 
and money, you don't need us”. He 
is one of the firms interested in the 
modified construction management 
project, having done them in Geor- 
gia and Florida. 

Architect Walter McKee predict- 
ed he, “could have documents on the 
street by mid September for contrac- 
tors to bid on”, 

State Architect Perry Taylor said, 
“It is important to do this right, be- 
cause it will set precedent across the 
state”. 

Officials are still predicting stu- 
dents can be in the new 210,000 
square feet buildings by Christmas, 
1991, They indicate the elementary 
school can be completely finished by

ELBA RANKED IST IN PRESEASON GRID POLL 


The Alabama Sportswriters Association released its preseason high 
school football rankings last week and atop the list in the 3A ranks were the 
defending champion Elba Tigers. 

Elba was one of three defending champs picked to repeat, and that will 
serve as quite a challenge for the Tigers, as they will have to replace several 
quality players and be ready every night out when their opponents get fired 
up to try and knock off the defending champs. Elba has always been ranked 
high in the preseason poll and was picked to win the whole thing a couple 
of years ago, only to fall short. Maybe this time the Tigers will rise to the 
challenge and prove to the state that they are without a doubt the top team 
in 3A! 

I was a little surprised that Pike County wasn't picked atop the 4A poll. 
After all, all the Bulldogs have done is win two straight state titles and 
friends up in Brundidge insist that there will be no drop off, despite the loss 
of Steven Coleman, I bet the Dogs will come out barking! 

Looking across the complete polls, it was also a little strange to notice 
that former 6A power Enterprise failed to even get a vote in the big school 
classification, The listing included the class's "Top 10" and all others re- 
ceiving votes and no where to be found was Enterprise. Boy have times 
changed. 


LOOK AT CLASSIFICATION SYSTEM INTERESTING 


I published the populations of the state's high schools this week in an at- 
tempt to show the size of the various schools in the six classifications and I 
think the populations present some interesting reading. 

For years we have heard the locals say that Elba should play Enterprise. 
It may be a good game; however, while Elba has a student population of 
259.5 in the top three grades, its neighbor to the East boasts a population of 
1,253, making it the 9th largest school in the entire state. That's right, Enter- 
prise has almost 1,000 more students than Elba, which could make the 
Wildcats a "slight" favorite, based on available talent alone! 

An Elba-New Brockton matchup has also been the subject of conversa- 
tion for years, well, at least since Leavy Boutwell made the Gamecocks a 
2A powerhouse. A look at the chart finds that Elba has 88 more students in 
the top three grades than New Brockton, or about 30 students per grade. A 
rather large size difference, but nothing like the Elba-Enterprise difference. 

The classifications are based on population and are divided as equally as 
possible, with an equal number of schools in each class. That works well in 
some classes, like 3A, where only 65 students separates the largest from the 
smallest. However, up in 6A the equality stops abruptly! Jeff Davis and 
Robert E. Lee both have over 2,000 students in just three grades, while Al- 
bertville has a student population of only 664.8. 

It may not work in all cases, but the system seems to be working in Ala- 
bama! 


NO DOUBT, AHSAA IS A BIG MONEY OPERATION 


The Alabama High School Athletic Association released its financial 
statement for the past year recently and while the bottom line showed a net 
income of $110,123.81, a look across the ledger revealed that the organiza- 
tion handled almost $2 million over the year and enjoyed another banner 
year! 

The AHSAA cleared over $163,000 from Area, Sub-State and State Bas- 
ketball Tournaments ‘and made a cool $222,295.16 from the football 
playoffs. : 

Before anyone starts pointing a finger about the football playoffs being 
just a fund-raiser for the state, a check of the expenses revealed that the 
AHSAA passed out over $703,000 to the schools participating in the 
playoffs. Not a bad paycheck! 

Other money makers for the AHSAA included softball playoffs, girl's 
basketball, girls volleyball, wrestling, baseball playoffs and swim meets. 
Sporting events that lost money were indoor track, where gate receipts 
amounted to only $171.50; outdoor track; golf; tennis; gymnastics and cross 
country. 

Many people have always accused the AHSAA of being a big money 
maker, but when an organization handles almost $2 million and has a net in- 
come of just over $100,000, I'd say it is serving the state's members ex- 
tremely well!

Dallas Hartzog, our state peanut spe- 
cialist. The machine was donated to 
him by Fermenta, the makers of Bra- 
vo. The air compressor was donated 
by Sessions Company, Inc. 

We will be operating this ma- 
chine at the Farm Center three morn- 
ings a week starting August 15 on 
Monday 10:00 to12:000; Wednesday 
8:00 to 12:00; and Friday 8:00 to

Lichens And 


Nematodes

Do you have a_ grayish-green 
leathery look growth on some of 
your plants? If you have something 
that look like this, you have lichens. 
Lichens are a non parasitic growth. 
It is a super indication that the plant 
it is growing on is in trouble. The 
plant may need fertilizer, it may 


_ heed water, it may be in too much 


shade, it could be a nematode prob- 
lem, it could be in a real drafty spot 
or it may be a combination of all 
these. The lichens themselves are not 
damaging the plant. They are only 
growing on the plant because it is in 
poor condition. You will see very 
few lichens on a healthy growing 
plant. If you can get your plant in 
good healthy growing condition, you 
won't have any lichens on it. 

If your vegetables are stunted, off 
color, and not responding to fertiliz- 
er, nematodes could be the problem. 
Nematodes injury usually occurs in 
localized areas within a field. 

If you suspect a nematode prob- 
lem, dig up a plant showing symp- 
toms with its roots intact, Gently 
shake or wash off the soil from the 
roots and examine them for lesions 


and galls. Rootnot nematode, our 
most common and widespread nema- 
tode on vegetables in the county, can 
easily be recognized by the tumors 
or galls produced on the roots. Other 
important nematodes are not so easi- 
ly recognized so to be on the safe 
side have the soil analyzed for nema- 
todes. 

Controlling nematodes is a diffi- 
cult job in a home garden. Rotation 
can be an effective means of control- 
ling nematodes, but most of us do 
not have enough garden space to be 
able to use this very effectively. An- 
other help is to use resistant varieties 
of vegetables if they are available. 

Nematicide treatment is the only 
other alternative to controlling nema- 
todes. No nematicide treatment or’ 
other practice will completely eradi 
cate nematodes from the soil. Cur- 
rently, Vapam is the only nematicide 
cleared for use in the home garden, 
If you have ant signs of nematodes, 
now is a good time to treat, The pop- 
ulations of nematodes are high and 
the soil temperature is correct. There 
are several ways you can apply this 
nematicide to your garden. The in- 
struction will be with the package. 
Use the one that is the most conyen- 
ient for you. 


Does Marriage 
Foster A 
Healthy Lifestyle

Marriage is no longer the only ac- 
ceptable lifestyle for American 
adults, Past research has shown re- 
peatedly that married people are 
healthier than the unmarried, Have 
recent lifestyle changes reduced the 
health advantage of marriage? These 
findings are important to human ser- 
vices providers as they strive to meet 
the particular needs of both the mar- 
ried and unmarried. 

The 1987 National Health Inter- 
view Survey sampled more than 
47,000 households, asking them for 
a_ self-evaluation of their health, 
whether their activities were limited 
because of health problems, the 
number of days spent sick in bed, the 
number of illnesses and injuries they 
suffered, and how often they went to 
the doctor. 

While most people said they were 
in good or excellent health, this was 
especially true for married men and 
women, Married men and women 
were also more likely to report they 
were fit do to activities typical of 
someone in their age group. These 
differences increase with age. 

Married men and women report 
spending fewer days in bed because 
of illness but more likely to suffer 
chronic symptoms of cold or flu. 
Married people are less likely to be 
injured than the single or divorced, 
but more likely than the widowed, 
Divorced and widowed women visit 
the doctor more than married and 
single women (nine times versus 
seven times). Men of any status visit 
the doctor four to five times a year. 

So, despite changing marriage 
patterns, there remains a connection 
between marriage and good health,

Recently, the International Fabri- 
care Institute conducted a six-month 
wear test on men's 100 percent cot- 
ton broadcloth shirts. The study 
shows that starch acts as a physical 
shield to reduce the degree of sur- 
face fiber loss and pilling, increases 
the appearance of whiteness and acts 
as a stain protector making cleaning 
easier. 

However, starch also produces a 
stiff fabric which does not bend easi- 
ly, increasing the likelihood of fiber 
breakage on creases. In selecting 
among clothing care alternatives, 
you must decide which properties 
are important and how these proper- 
ties affect the wear-life of garments.

New Brockton discusses sewage 
system expansion for Hwy. 84E

A large portion of New Brock- 
ton’s City Council meeting was the 
discussion of revising Phase III of 
the city's sewage system installation. 

The revision would be the extend- 
ing of the sewage lines out Highway 
84E and the installation of a lift sta- 
tion at Double Bridges Creek. 

This extension would make it 
possible for the Coffee County Farm 
Center and Complex to have the op- 
tion of going to a city sewage system 
in licu of septic tanks. Also, the new 
county jail could be place on city 
sewage if the county so desired to do 
sO. 
Residents along Highway 84E, 
"Tin City", the Coffee County High- 
way Department, and the Forestry 
Department would also have the op- 
tion of connecting to city sewage. 

David Hicks, of David Hicks & 
Associates, was present to answer 


any questions that the councilmen 
had in reference to the proposed ex- 
tension. He explained to the council 
that a matching grant for 
$250,000.00 had been approved for 
Phase III and that a loan for match- 
ing funds in the sum of $240,000.00 
had been secured. The grant is from 
A.D.E.M. (Alabama Department of 
Environment Management) and the 
loan is a S.R.F. (State Revolving 
Fund) loan. 

The cost of extending the lines 
was estimated to be approximately 
$200,000.00 by Mr. Hicks. 

Councilmen approved a recom- 
mendation by. the Mayor, Jim Dris- 
kell, that he and Mr. Hicks meet 
with officials from ADEM and see if 
a plan can be worked out through 
which the city can borrow an addi- 
tional $200,000.00 to extend the 
Hwy. 84E sewage lines. 

The city council agreed to loan 
the fire department $1,600.00 to be 
used with department funds in mak- 
ing a $5,000.00 down payment on a 
1977 GMC fire truck. 

Total purchase price on the fire 


truck is $32,000,000. It has a tank 
(water) capacity of 800 gallons and a 
odometer reading of 24,694 miles. 
The truck is being purchased 
from Panama Fire Apparatus of Pan- 
ama City, Florida and will be certi- 
fied as meeting ISO Standards upon 
delivery. . 
Other matters resolved by th 
council were as follows: 
*** Approved the paying of bills to- 
taling $426.39, 
***Asreed to provide additional 
handicap parking spaces on main 
street in the vicinity of The Peoples 
Bank and the Piggly-Wiggly. 
***Implement a safety program for 
all city workers in compliance with 
guidelines recommended by the 
city's insurance carrier. 
***Make a formal request to the 
Coffee County Highway Department 
to begin wok on Byrd Mill Road as 
soon as possible.

LOOKING FOR TYPEWRITERS & TEAR GAS CANISTER 


FBI asks for help in mail bombing case

Federal and state investigative 
agencies are asking for the public's 
assistance in locating typewriters 
that may have been used in the De- 
cember, 1989 mail bombing attacks 
that killed a federal judge in Ala- 
bama and a lawyer in Savannah, 
Georgia, and attempted bombings in 


Jacksonville, Florida, office of the 
NAACP and the Eleventh Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Atlanta. Investi- 
gators are also attempting to deter- 
mine the origin of a tear gas canister 
that was mailed to the Atlanta 
branch of the NAACP in August, 
1989. 

The FBI Laboratory in Washing- 
ton has conducted extensive and so- 
phisticated forensic examinations olf 
evidence collected in these cases. As 


a result, investigators believe that 
components similar to those used in 
the bombs are available for purchase 
in the Atlanta and Macon, Georgia 
areas. Investigators also believe that 
the typewriter used to type the mail 
bomb package address labels was 
owned and used by a man in Enter- 
prise, Alabama, in July 1988, and 
was offered for sale shortly thereaf- 
ter at the Old and New Surplus Sal- 
vage store there. 


Forensic experts believe that the 
typewritten impressions on the ad- 
dress labels correspond closely with 
a style of type manufactured by 
Brothers International Cooperation 
and sold under the following brand 
names: Brother, K-Mart, Webster, 
Wizard, Sears, Wedgewood, Mid- 
land, T-V-B, Bradford, Coronado, 
and Typemaster. Investigators are 
looking for a manual or electric type- 
writer equipped with type bars and a 
fabric ribbon. The most noticeable 
characteristic in the typewritten im- 
pressions of the particular typewriter 
is the numeral "1" which, when used 
to type labels, resembles an inverted 
upper case "L". It is not the original
